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for several weeks prior to this date no deliveries 
from Yugoslavia had arrived for Soviet industries in Austria. He stated 
further that since the cessation of copper deliveries to USIA electrical 
enterprises it had not been possible to conclude business transactions 
with Yugoslavia. 

On or about ^0 June 1948, Abramovic, a commercial representative of the 
Yugoslav^ flansulate in Vienna, visited the offices of Siemens-Schuckert 
Nibelungengasse, Vienna 1, to buy miscellaneous electrical material valued 
at 150,000 schillings. When the Siemens sales department refused to draw 
up a bill for 250,000 schillings, permitting the purchaser to make a profit 
of 100,000 schillings, the transaction fell through. 
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
